2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Neither of the prior art documents cited in the International Search Report, when considered singly or in 
combination, discloses or suggests the invention as claimed. US 4440526, considered the closest prior art, 
discloses an anchoring rod comprising a smooth straight cylindrical trailing portion 8 (Fig 3) that extends freely 
and centraily through the anchoring sleeve 6. Three drawing die elements 10, 1 1, and 12 of annular configuration 
are pressed in at a leading end 9 of the anchoring sleeve 6. The portion 8 is adjoined by a tapering transition 
region 1 5 which merges into a longitudinal leading portion 1 6 of the anchoring rod 5 , the leading portion 1 5 
having a smaller diameter than the trailing portion 8. However, there is no disclosure or suggestion of mounting 
a (single) anchor member about the shaft at the relatively narrow portion, as defined in claim 1 of the present 
application. 

Accordingly, the invention as claimed is considered novel and to possess an inventive step. 
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
